THE CONSTITUTION C.A.R.C.

DISASTER ASSESSMENT CLASS !

Disaster Assessment, the second 
class offered, will focus on what has occurred 
after an incident (fire, storm, haz-mat) and 
how it has impacted families and the commu- 
nity. Skills learned from this class will be 
helpful in determining the damage caused by 


storms and other incidents. It will provide 
valuable skills for storm tracking, which in- 
volves many Amateur Radio Operators. The 
class will be presented on Tuesday, December 
4th ant 7:00 PM, in our meeting room of the 
E:0.6, 

Both classes are furnished without 
cost. The ideal class size is ten to twelve par- 
ticipants. We look forward to your attendance 
at these two important and informative pre- 
sentations. 

Rick Alatorre (American Red Cross) 
would like to extend his thanks to all the 
Hams that have helped during the calendar 
year 2001. As he said “we have had a few in- 
cidents this past year where the Hams have 
made it happen, when other communication 
systems have failed.”

THE FEEDLINE 


Our hero, Doug Mackiernan, (W1HTQ) has 
been trapped behind the Bamboo Curtain, in 
a remote part of western China, near the So- 
viet border. It is 1949, and the U.S. Govern- 
ment has few allies in this region of the 


world. Fortunately, Mack has planned for 


an escape. On August 24, 1949 Mack sent a 
telegram to the Secretary of State informing 
him of the closing of the U.S. Consulate in 
Tihwa and that he would destroy archives, 
cryptographic materials and motion picture 
films. The only things he would spare was a 
radio and enough “one time pads” to com- 
municate with Washington. One time pads 
were notebooks that provided a system of 
encryption that could be used only one time 
for each message. The situation worsened, 
and on September 27th, 1949 Doug prepared 
to flee. He packed a radio, his “‘one time 
pads”, a Leica camera, compass, aneroid 
barometer and several kilos of gold bullion 
which with to barter for goods needed along 
the way. Doug and four companions es- 
caped under cover of darkness to begin a two 
week trek to Lake Barkol, closer to the Mon- 
golian border. Between Lake barkol and the 
Chineese-Mongolian border lay a no-man’s 
land of more than one thousand miles of the 
Taklimaken desert, know as White Death. 

The one constant of their odyssey was 
Mack’s instance on stopping to radio his 
position to Washington. Each time, his com- 
panions would set up a wire antenna while 
mack sent and received encrypted messages 
via Morse Code. 


THE FORGOTTEN MAN (HAM) 


CONTINUED FROM SEPTEMBER'S FEEDLINE 


Seven months into the trip all horses 
had died from starvation in the desolate high 
altitude desert. Bartering along the way for 
camels, Mackiernan tied up his prospective 
purchases for a day to see which camels would 
eat meat. He returned camels who refused 
meat and only ate grass or grain. Mack knew 
where he was going there would be no forage. 

In April of 1950, Mack radioed 
Washington and asked that the Tibetan gov- 
ernment be contacted and the then 16 year old 
Dalai Lama be asked to arrange safe passage 
for him and his men and that they be given an 
escort once they exited China. Couriers from 
the Dalai Lama would alert the border guards 
at all crossing points. Finally, at 11:00 AM on 
April 27, 1950, he scanned the horizon to the 
south east to find sight of a tiny Tibetan en- 
campment. It had taken seven months to 
cross twelve hundred miles of desert and 
mountain. Mack approached the Tibetans 
with a white flag raised. He was met by a 
young girl who promptly stuck her toung out 
at him (this is a friendly gesture in Tibet). Un- 
fortunately, Mack and his friends were looked 
on as communists or bandits. Shots rang out, 
and Mack was one of the first to fall. The Ti- 
betans then decapitated Mack and two of his 
companions, as well as one of their camels. 
Five days after Mackiernan was killed, the 
survivors encountered the Dalai Lama’s couri- 
ers who carried orders of safe passage, and 
who were to become part of the welcoming 
party for Doug Mackiernan.
